She was also shown a photograph of Eisler. In this, eonne ction she 
stated that she had never heard of Eisler or Hans*^erger before the 
current publicity and was not able to recognise a photograph of him. 
Further, she was not able to recall specifically the persons who were 
in attendance stating that it was a Jewish funeral and that she sat 
in the back of -the hall. However, she will be reinterviewed regarding 
this matter in the immediate future at idiieh time another photograph 
of EISLER will be exhibited to her and she will be pressed for possible 
further details. If she is able to recall anything further an effort 
will be made to refresh Buden z * memory regarding the funeral. ^
